aMerchandie ofgreatneceſſitie, and vſe ſundzy wayes fo2 all Our Dominions , and did ſo well 

and commendably pzoceedtherein , as that they were able to make ſufficient ſtoꝛe ot Allome, not 
onely to ſerue foꝛ the vſe and expente ot all Our ſaid Ringdomes, but alſo to affozdand ſpare great 
quantities thereot, to be euery peere Tranſpoꝛted foz the vſe and ſeruite of Our neighbour King: * 
domes and Nations: And whereas the ſaid perſons by their ſkill and induſtrie, haue effectedſs 
good and great a wozke , haue willingly and freely offered and peelded bp the ſame Allome Mines

ſaid whole wozke to bee taken into Our poſſeſſian, and of late haue diſburſed great ſummes ol

ditte of Allome fo2 their vſe, and ſhall alſo be ſerued pf it at reaſonable pꝛites: which care and good 
intention ol Ours, hath ok late bene greatly interrupted and oppoſed, by the bzinging into Our 
ſaid Ringdomes and Donunions, great quantities of foꝛraigne Allome from diuers parts beyond 
the Seas, whereby this ſo extellent an Inuention and bleſſing of Almighty GOD, beſtowedvpon 
Us and Our people, is likely to be vtterly defeated and ouerthꝛowne, if the ſame by Our care 
ſhould not be pꝛouided foz,and carefully pꝛeuented. And albeit that by meanes of the Allome made 
and e be made within Our ſaid Realmes, Wee ſhall reteius great hinderante in Our Cuſtomes, 
t dueties, foꝛmerly payed vnto Us and Our peedecefſours, Kings and Queenes of this 
Realme,fozandvpon that commoditie impozted; yet Wee, that in all Our actions and pꝛoteedings 


Our people, then vpon Our pꝛofite, haue reſolued rather to quit and foꝛſake ſuch benelit vnto Our 


litie ſoꝛ the welfare of Our Subiects. 4

tommandement No pall in this behalfe , may any way be inflitted vpon them, oꝛ any ol them lo ol

And ne doe further ſtraightiy charge and command all and ſinguler perſons, that hall ſetze 
any ſuch foꝛreigne Allome ag afoꝛeſaid, ſhall foozthwith conuey and bꝛing the ſame, and the whole 
quantitie thereof (without ſelling, vttering, compounding oz deliuering backe any part,) vnto the 
houle of the laid Robert lohnlon, às is befoꝛe detlated, vpon paine of Impꝛifonment, und ſuch other 
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bearing date the Nineteenth day of June, in the ſeuenth ycere ol Our 


mation tothe tontrary notwithttanding. 
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all and enery the Poꝛts and Bauens of the lame Our Dominions, and the Creekes and mere 
bers ofthe ame Poꝛts, that they andenery of them, doe from and after the date hereof, at all times 
fozbeare to take any entry oꝛ entries, oꝛ to take and make any Compoſition foꝛ any Cuſtome, Sub? 
lidte, oꝛ other duetie, foz oꝛ vpon any Allome, bꝛought oz to bee bꝛought into any Hur Dominions, 
from any foꝛreigne parts: Aud allo that they and euery of them (whom it doeth and ſhallcon- 
terne) doe ſtay and letze as fozfeitedandconfiſcated , to the vſe andvſes afozeſaid, all and ſinguler 
ſuch Allome, ag from and after the date hereof, ſhalbe by any perſon oz perſons whatſoeuer, bꝛought 
into any Poꝛt, Hauen oꝛ Creeke ofthe ſame Our Dominions, vpon paine of fozfeitureoftheir Offi 
ces, and of vndergoing Our high indignation and dilpleaſure , with ſuch further paines and pu⸗ 
niſhments, as foꝛ theſametheir contempts oꝛ vefaults, may any way beinflicted vpon them, and 
enery ofthem in this behalfe offending, \ |

And koꝛ the better execution ofthis our pzeſent will andCommandement Wee doe ſtraightly 
charge and command all Juſtices ofthe Peace, Matozs, Wayliffes, Sheriffes, Conſtables, Head- 


boꝛoughes Tything· men and all other Our officers, Miniſters and loning Dublects, to whom 


it ſhall and may appertaine, That they and enery of them, at all time and times hereafter, and 
from time to time, be apding aud aſliſting to Our ſaid Cuſtomers, Collectozs, Searchers,waiters, 
and toallfuth other perfonand perſons, as wee chall lawfully authozize fozryefearching, ſeizing, 
taking, and tarying away of all andeuery ſuch,Allomes , Impoꝛted, oꝛ hereafterto bePmpozted,, 
contrary to this Our Royall Pꝛohibition and Commandement. And neuerthelelle wee doe 
hereby lignifie and detlare, That whereas wee did pubulh a fozmer Pꝛutlamation ot this nature, 
aigne, that Hur intention

Giaen atRoyſton the tenth day of October, in the twelfth yeere ofour Raigne of 
England, France, and Ireland, and of Scotland ehe erght and fourtieth, 


is, that the lame (as to all offences palt,) dot ſtand in full fozce, ay
